"In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  ot  the  University 
there  are  four  colleges:  University  College, 
Victoria  College,  Trinity  College  and  St. 
Michael's  College;  and  every  student 
registered  in  the  faculty  must  enrol  in  one 
of  these  colleges. 

"The  annual  examinations  are  conducted 
by  the  University,  which  also  grants 
academic  standing  upon  the  results  of  these 
examinations  and  confers  the  degree  upon 
the  successful  completion  of  a  prescribed 
course  of  study."  (University  of  Toronto 
"Calendar"). 

The  Federation  of  colleges  constituting  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
is  unique  on  the  North  American  continent. 
Three  of  the  federated  colleges  represent 
three  religious  denominations  (Roman 
Catholic,  Anglican,  and  Presbyterian)  and 
the  fourth  college  is  non-denominational. 
Each  college  is  autonomous  within  the  bonds 
of  the  federation.  To  a  world  torn  by  con- 
flicting interests  this  aspect  of  the  University 
of  Toronto  offers  an  outstanding  example  of 
living  and  working  together  on  the  part  of 
groups  with  differing  self-interests.  Inevitably 
problems  arise  but  always  an  intelligent 
solution  is  possible  without  any  essential 
compromise  or  loss  of  principle  by  any 
group;  for  more  than  fifty  years,  despite  the 
great  changes  of  modern  times,  this  federa- 
tion of  colleges  has  continued  to  join  har- 
moniously in  the  common  task  of  the  educa- 
tion of  youth  with  mutual  benefit  to  all 
members. 

The  Catholic  student  in  St  Michael's  Col- 
lege finds  himself  in  a  unique  position.  He 
is  a  member  of  a  small  Catholic  College  for 
men  (registration,  slightly  over  500,  nearly 
300  of  whom  board  at  the  college)  yet 
enrolled  with  him  in  the  university  and  act- 
ing jointly  with  him  in  most  extra-curricular 
activities    are    the    women    students    of    two 


sister-colleges  (St.  Joseph's  College  and 
Loretto  College).  Furthermore,  in  addition  to

Within  his  own  college  he  is  free 
to  join  a  large  number  of  cultural  activities 
that  will  give  intelligent  recreation  in  his 
leisure  time;  at  the  same  time,  he  is  free  to 
join  any  of  the  clubs  conducted  under  the 
auspices  of  the  university  itself.  Finally,  in 
athletics  he  can  participate  in  the  finest  and 
most  comprehensive  competitive  intra-mural 
sports  program  on  the  continent,  or  he  can 
compete  for  a  position  on  Varsity  teams 
which  represent  the  University  as  a  whole  in 
the  national  inter-collegiate  sport  world. 

What  is  most  important  for  the  Catholic 
young  man  who  enrolls  at  St.  Michael's 
College  is  that  he  lives  in  a  healthy  and  sane 
Catholic  atmosphere.  Resident  student  - 
in  separate  houses  with  about  thirty  stu 
under  the  friendly  eye  of  a  priest-professor.
